DONEGAE. 
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A diocesan youn camp conference, the 
object of which was to promote a greater 
interest in Church affairs on the part of 
young people, was held recently at Convoy, 
County Donegal.

In his opening address, the Archdeacon cf 
Derry, the Venerable 'T. Baird, chairman of 
the conference, said that youth was apt to 
associate the running of the Church with 
grey hairs and bald heads.
